But it is not easy to know even a 
very little when you have to work for 
your bread from sunrise to nightfall, 
and when none of your friends know 
how to read or write, and even your 
own priest is one of a family of peas- 
ants, and can just teach you the ^ h a - 
bet, and that is all. For Father Fran- 
cis could do no more than this; and all 
his spare time was taken up in digging 
his .cabbage-plot 
and 
seeing 
to 
his beehives; and the only books that 
Bebee ever beheld were a feW tatter- 
ed lives of saints that lay moth-eaten 
on a shelf of his cottage. 


But Brussels has stones that are rer- 
mons, or rather 
that are quaint, 
touching, illuminated legends of the 
middle ages, which those who run 
may read. 


Brussels is a gay little city that lies 
as bright within its girdle woodland 
as any butterfly that rests upon moss. 


The city has its ways and wiles of 
Paris. 
It decks itself with white and 
gold. 
It has music under its trees 
and soldiers in its streets, and troops 
marching and countermarching along 
its sunny avenues. 
It has blue and 
pink, and yellow and green, on ils 
awnings and on iti hoose-flonts. 
It

ments at little marble tables before 
Uttlegay-eolw^d cafw. I i h^ß gilded 


balconies, and tossing flags, and comic 
operafc^dkMnreli^easure-Beekers. 
ftnd iMiPR^H^iH^Hueve and make^ 
at it is Paris in 


starling; and the tinker had a cream- 
cheese for her in a vii 
Minreetmeat-seller brongl 


:^ut ^ i i .Ji|: only the Brussels of the 
noblesÉe^aOjl the foreigners. 


There üi a Bmssels that is better 
than this—a Brussels that belongs to 
the old burgher life, to the artists and 
the craftsmen, to the master-máeoBsof 
the Moyen-age, to the same spirit and 
Soul that once filled the free men of 
Ghent and the citizens of £(ragesand 
the besieged of Leyden, and the blood 
of £^mont and of Home. 


Down there by the water-side, where 
the old quaint walls lean over the yel- 
low sluggish stream, and the gr^n 
barrels of the Antwerp barges swing 
against the dusky piles of the crum- 
bling bridges. 


In the gray square desolate courts 
of the old palaces, where in cobweb- 
bed ^lleries and silent chambers the 
Flemish tapestries drop to pieces. 


In the great populous square, where, 
above the 
clamorous and rushing 
crowds, the majestic front of the 
Maison du Roi frowns gainst the 
sun, and the spires and pinnacles of 
the 
burgomaster's 
eathering-halls 
tower into the sky in all the fantastic 
luxuriance of Grothic fancy. 


Under the vast shadowy wings of 
angels in 
the 
stillness of 
the 
cathedral, across whose sunny aisles 
some little child ^ s slowly all alone, 
laden with lilies tor the Feast of the 
Assumption, till their white glory 
hides its curly head. 


In all strange quaint 
old-world 
niches withdrawn from men in silent 
grass-grown corners, where a twelfth- 
century corbel holds a pot of roses, or 
a water-spout with a grinning faun's 
head laughs in the grim humor of the 
Moyen-age above the bent head of the 
young lace-worker. 


In all these, Brussels, though more 
worldly than her sisters of Ghent and 
Bruges, and far more worldly yet than 
her Teuton cousins of Freiburg and 
Nürnberg, is still in her own way like 
as a monkish story mixed up with the 
;^maunt of the Rose; or rather like 
some gay French vaudeville, all fash- 
ion and jest, illustrated in old Missal 
manner with helm and hauberk, cope 
and cowl, praying knights and fight- 
ing priests, winged Griffins and nim- 
bused saints, flame-breathing dragons 
and enamored princes, all mingled to- 
gether in the illuminateci colors and 
the heroical grotesque romance of the 
Middle Ages, 


And it was this side of the city that 
Bebee knew; apd she loved it well, 
and would not leave it for the market 
of the Madeleine. 


She had no one to tell her anything, 
and all Antoine had ever been able to 
say to her concerning the Broodhuis 
was that it had been there in his fath- 
er's time; and regarding St. Gudule, 
that his mother had burned many a 
candle before its altars for a dead 
brother who had been drowned ofi* the 
dunes. 


But the child's mind, unled, but not 
misled, had pondered on these things, 
and her heart had grown to love them; 
and perhaps no student of Spanish ar- 
chitecture, no antiquary of Moyen-age 
relics, loved Si.

the rush-bottomed 
chairs 
on which 
the 
egg-wives 
and 
the 
fruit-sellers 
sat, 
and 
knitted, 
and 
chaffered; 
nay 
even the gorgeous huissier and the 
frowning gendarme, who marshaled 
the folks into order as they went up 
for municipal registries, or for town 
misdemeanors. She knew them all; 
had known them all ever since she had 
first trotted in like a little dog at An- 
toine's heels. 
So Bebee stayed there. 
It is, perhaps, the most beautiful 
fiquare in all Northern Europe, with 
its black timbers and gilded carvings, 
and blazoned windows, and majestic 
scuteheons, and fantastic pinnacles.

There were many strangers in the 
city, and such are always sure to 
loiter in the Spanish square ; and she 
sold fast and well hor lilacs and her 
roses, and her knots of thyme and 
sweet-brier. 


She was always a little sorry to see 
them go, her kindly pretty playmates 
that, nine times out of ten no doubt, 
only drooped and died in the hands 
of those that purchased them, as 
human souls soil and shrivel in the 
grasp of the passions that woo them.

fagots over the frozen canals or wear 
their eyes blind over the squars of 
lace; andjit has in it the 
supreme 
pathos of any perfect confidence, or 
any utterly childlike and undoubt- 
ing trust. 


This had been taught to 
Bebee, 
and she went to sleep every night 
in the firm belief that the sixteen 
little 
angels 
of 
the 
Flem- 
ish 
prayer 
kept 
watch 
and 
ward over her bed. For the rest, 
being poetical, as these north folks 
are not, and having in her —wherever

The Music and the Decorationt— 


Interesting Exercises. 


Full Text of Col. Robertson's 
Oration. 


The interior of the Academy oj 
Music presented a 
very beautiful 
scene last evening. 
The auditorium 
had been handsomely and tastefully 
decorated for the commemoration ex- 
ercises. In the center of the hall was 
suspended a lajge flag and above the 
stage was a banner bearing the inscrip- 
tion, "In Memory of Our Patriot 
Dead." On the left was a bust of 
Washington and on the right a bust 
of Lincoln, each relieved by tattered 
battle flags. A picture of Grant was 
seen in the distance, and at the back 
of the stage was a picture of Wash- 
ington on horseback, above which was 
a festooned flag. 


Capt. J. B. White, in taking the 
chair, said: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


While I feel deeply grateful for the 
honor conferred in presiding upon this 
memorable occasion, yet my exjierience 
in such affairs will throw me largely 
upon your kind indulgence in the dis- 
charge of the duties devolving upon 
me. 


I do not make speeches or public 
addresses, but if I could this would 
be an oceasion when I might fitly 
use it in awakening the memories of 
the past and the fond recollec- 
tioM of the departed braves. In- 
deed, it is meet for us to come together, 
with the mothers, the widows, and 
orphans and relatives of the heroic 
dead, and 
plant. on their resting 
places sweet flowers, yes, and on each 
grave a flag of our country, the star 
spangled banner, 
the emblem for 
which they fought and for which 
they died. Then let us keep up, from 
time to time, the memories of our de- 
parted dead in recounting their deeds 
of valor and the noble sacrifices they 
made at their country's call. 


The City Band then rendered in 
excellent style the "Mother's Prayer, 
after which the Rev. S. Wagenhals, 
of Trinity Lutheran Churgh, offered 
up a solemn and impressive prayer. 


A quartette, "Decoration Day," was 
well rendered by Messrs. Yarnelle, 
Lang, Page and Taylor, and ^as 
heartily encored, to which the gentle- 
men gracefully responded. Prof. C. 
F. Meyer presided at the piano. 


Col. R. S, Robertson then delivered 
the oration, as follows: 


Comrades and Friends—We have 
met once more on this memorial day 
for the sad yet pleasant service of 
strewing with flowers the graves of 
our fallen heroes, and thus helping to 
keep their memory green in the hearts 
of a grateful people. 


These memorial services have a 
peculiar 
fitness. 
Such 
peaceful 
scenes as these are the antipodes of 
the scenes in which they acted and 
died. 


After war comes peace—after car- 
nage, flowers. After death, the new 
"ife in flowery realms above. 
When 
the storm of carnage had swept over 
the battle field with its leaden hail, 
expended its fury and passed away, 
we have seen flowers spring up, as if 
nature, with kindly hands, strove to 
ilide the havoc man had wrought, 
and they were the more luxuriant 
and beautiful for the dark stains be- 
neath. 


Flowers are typical of our faith in a 
life after death. 
The language of 
flowers is the language of love and 
affection, and they have been used to 
express the kindlier emotions and pas- 
sions of the heart, by all nations from 
the remotest ages of antiquity. They 
form the bridal wreath. 
They are 
woven into garlands and wreaths of 
triumph, and cast at the feet of con- 
quering heroes; and loving hands cast 
them upon the bier and plant then on 
the graves of our loved and lost. Let 
none say it is an empty form, a service 
of the hands without the service of 
the heart. 
OlKdewy wreath! yield up thy sweets, 
Bloom out in royal splendor, 
We lay you where dead heroes lie 
In sadness proud and tender." 
They know not the strength of the 
tie that bound us together, and know 
not the full meaning of that simple 
word "Comrade." 
It is significant of 
the mutual feeling that moved a mil- 
lion of men to take up arms, as with 
one mind, and risk their lives and all 
they held dear, that our republic 
might live.

It ts not my purpose here, ñor could 
I, if I would, enter into a personal 
eulogy upon the lives and characters 
of those who have fallen in the cause, 
or have passed away from our midst 
since the storm of war has ceased. It 
matters not whether they died on the 
field of glory or at home, serving the 
state in civil honors, or in the com- 
mon ranks of life, quietly passing 
away unnoticed, save oy near friends 
and kindred; they, one and all, be- 
long to that band of martyred heroes 
whose deeds have entitled them to a 
nation's gratitude, and a place upon 
the scroll of fame. We hold them in 
reverence, almost, because they gave 
their lives so freely for us—j^cause 
they died that their principles might 
live.

Langua^ is meagre to express the 
esteem and love we owe their memory. 


The last resting place of many is 
with the graves of the friends of their 
youth. 


Remember that we are fast passing 
away. Only fourteen years have pass- 
ed since your record as soldiers of the 
republic has passed into history, but 
the changes those few years have 
brought about serve to remind us that 
we are swiftly and surely marching 
with ceaseless tread towards "that 
bourne whence no travelerere returns," 
The old men among our comrades 
and commanders have already been 
mustered out. The young men of that 
day are the fathers of a new genera- 
tion. Every year contracts the circle. 
Time and death are making inroads 
among us, and the lessons of the past 
should serve to strengthen the links 
that bind us together. Since you last 
met on this errand of love, you have 
no doubt laid some of your number 
under the green sod of the valley. 
Then, they bore flowers to the graves 
of their comrades; now, their graves 
demand the same tribute from us. We 
know not which of us shall be drafted 
and enrolled in the vast army of the 
dead before another spring time with 
its beautiful flowers calls us out on a 
similar errand. 


Guard well the camp, and sec that 
naught but friendship enters there. 


Above all, be ever ready to defend 
the cause for which you fought. It 
may seem strange that any can be 
found within our borders who would 
say that we should "sink the soldier" 
and forget the past. Stranger yet, 
that some, more bold, should seek to 
place the emblem of treason on an 
equality with the banner of the free 
republic—the man who wore the gray 
on a level with^him who wore the 
blue. It may sometimes seem as if it 
were forgotten; that those who lie 
here in these lonely graves and those 
who fill the soldiers' grave far away 
on the battle fields of the south, fought 
and died as patriots in a holy cause. 
And we are sometimes impelled to ask, 
Can it be that we fought for a mis- 
taken idea? Can it be that we were all 
wrong, 
and 
that 
that 
awful 
war was a war against a holy 
)rinciple, 
an 
awful 
mistake? 
^ot so. 
The principles for which we 
fought were the rame then as now, 
and forever, the principles of eternal 
ight. Let it not be said that these 
gatherings of ours only serve to keep 
alive the bitter animosities of the 
past, that in honoring our dead 
comrades we are raking over the ashes 
and stirring up the embers of a nearly 
burned out fire. 


The soldier can forgive the past, 
and has ever been ready to hold out 
the hand of fraternal fellowship to 
his conquered foe. But when we are 
asked to forget the past and its lessons, 
to forget the gallant dead, our. hearts 
revolt; 
for these recollections are 
sacred to the soldier, and a craven 
must be he who would desire to for- 
get them. 


The time has not yet come when the 
soldier of the union can be forgotten, 
or the memory of the heroic strug- 
gle for the right pass from the hearts 
of a grateful people, nor will it ever, 
unless the time shall come when, up- 
on the final leaf of his history shall 
\ye written, "The republic is no more." 
Yours was not a "lost cause." 
You 
won victory becausc you fought for 
the right, and deep down in the 
liearts of the people lies gratitude, 
pride and love for you and the dear 
and for which you fought.
